Association’s Special 
spondent writes from the General 
quarters Egyptian Expeditionary 
dated April 18th :— 

Of the many dashing exploits which the 
armoured cars have performed in_ the 
western desert campaign the most brilliant 
was the rescue of the British prisoners from 
H.M.S. Tara at Birhakim. The following 
account of ‘this operation obtained from 
officers who took part in it should still prove 
of interest. 

As soon as Sollum was once more in our 
hands the most yrgent business of General 
Payton's little army was to rescue the pri- 
soners in the hands of the Sanussi. They 
were known to be in a very bad plight, 
practically dying of .slow starvation some- 
where in the desert. Nuri Bey, the princi- 
pal Turkish officer with the Senussi; was him- 
self seriously perturbed in regard to the 
state of these men, and he sent an envoy to 
arrange with the British military authorities 
some means of getting food for them. Nuri 
was utterly unable to supply them with even 
the barest necessaries of life. Their very 
guards were starving. The Turkish envoy 
was sent on to Alexandria, but before he 
re ached there the prisoners were at liberty. 

I'he great obstacle in the way of their de- 
liverance was the blind ignorance of every- 
one, including the captured. Bedouin of the 
place where the prisoners were kept. By a 
stroke of sheer luck the armoured cars had 
picked up on-the day of the battle of Bira- 
sisa an Arab straggler, who knew the place, 
having grazed his flocks there years Lefore. 
It was a lonely well in the desert, about a 
hundred miles south-west of Sollum, so out 
of the way that the Bedouins themselves were 
hardly aware of its existence. 

EXPEDITION STARTS. 

No sooner was the man’s story told than 
the Duke of Westminster, who commanded 
the three batteries of armoured cars with the 
force volunteered to go out and bring the 
prisoners in.

A sensation has been caused in South Afnca 
by the recent publication in a Natal paper af 
what purported to be the report of the official 
Commussion of Inquiry into atrocities against 
British prisoners in German South-West 
Africa. Some of the revelations are of the 
most shocking character, even German wit- 
nesses admitting that our prisoners were per: 
sistently starved. Instances are quoted of 
prisoners fainting from hunger, and standing 
in queues awaiting an Opportunity to drink 
the blood of ‘slaughtered oxen, They also 
boiled the soft parts of hides in order to ex- 
tract nutriment. The men were forced to go 
half-naked among the women .Kaffirs, because 
the Germans would not clothe them. Specific 
instances are given of gross outrages on 
British officers. The Governor of South-West 
Africa, Dr. Seitz, ordered them to be placed 

irons: during their transit from place to 
pl ice. 

Captain Geary, who was taken prisoner at 
Sandiohtein, was placed in solitary. confine- 
ment for six and. a half months, in a cell 
thirteen by seven feet, infested with bugs, 
and in a shocking sanitary condition. He 
was threatened with being put into a “* dirnie”’ 
out of the window. British civilians, with 
women and children. were confined in com- 
mon jails, sleeping ten in one cell, with locked 
toul atmosphere. Their food 
was scanty Che and wounded were 
vrossly neclected in the field until the Ger- 
man wounded had been attended. to. The 
Commission.finds that these’ acts constituted 
the rules of war as laid down by 
The Hague Convention. The authors of these 
outrages are mentioned by name, and | the 
paper.says that. they are all at hberty im 
South-West Africa to-day.
